Pre.-iident John H. -Miller recently ^ 
.sent oflieial iinnounccment to District j. 
Manager Fred Schwartz, that by ac- ^ j 
tion of its board of directors, the ^ 
Southern California Edison Company ^ 
is authorized to spend twenty-two ^ 
million five hundred thousand dollars 
during the year 1822 for additional ^ 
water power development and exten- j, 
.sions to its transmission and distri- ^ 
bulion system. This is the largest ^ 
annual hurget appropriation in the ^ 

history of the company. ( 

The total expenditure will include j. 
$ 10 , 9 .‘) 1,000 for water power develop- 
meiil; .$:5,:i.'5;i,000 for two hundred ^ 
twenty thousand volt tran.smission ^ 
lines; .$8,124,61.5 for improvements j 
and extensions to distribution lines , 
and substations; and $125,385 for sub- ^ 
sidiary companies. ^ 

For the purpose of comparison with ^ 
other large community improvements. ^ 
it is intere.sting to note that the e.x- 
penditures of the Southern California 
Edi.son Company for his one year will 
approximately equal the cost of build- ] 
ing the Los Angeles Atiueduct, which j 
was $23,000,000, the construction of j 
which covered a period of over six j 

years. 

During the past eleven years the 
Los Angeles Bureau of Power and 
Light has constructed in connection 
with the Aqueduct an electric sy.stem 
valued at thiiteen million two hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars. Bonds amount¬ 
ing to thirteen million five hundred 
thou.sand dollars voted to purchase the 
di.stribution system of the Southern 
California Edison Company in the 
City of Los Angeles, would make the 
total cost of the electric system of the 
city of Los Angeles twenty six million 
seven hundred fifty thousand dollars. 
This is but slightly more than the 
Edison’s budget for the single year 
of 1922. 

In addition to its budget appropria¬ 
tion of twenty-two million five hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars for the plant | 
additions, the company will disburse 
expenses, wages, materials and sup¬ 
plies, interest and dividends which will 
[ bring its total expenditures to forty 
I million dollars, or more than three 
million dollars per month. 

Three thousand five hundred men 
will be employed directly on power 
plant construction out of a total of 
six thousand five hundred employes, 
who will be provided with profitable 
occupation for the support of them¬ 
selves and their families as economic 
producing units in the territory cov- 
ercfl by the company’s activities. 

This great expenditure of money 
during 1922 is the result of the con¬ 
tinued rapid growth of Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia, which brings with it an in¬ 
creased demand for electric energy. 
.\bout fifty per cent of the twenty- 
two million dollars will be spent in 
the consti-uction of new water power 
plants on the Big Creek and ,San Joa- 
(|uin developments of the company. 
The other half will be expended on 
the transmission and distribution sys¬ 
tem covering the greater part of 
soutl.eni and central Califoniia. 


At the present time the generating 
plants of the Southern California Ed¬ 
ison Company on Big Creek, Mr. Mil¬ 
ler’s statement explains, consist of 
three large water power plants with 
a total installe<l capacity of one hun¬ 
dred forty thousand horsepower. This 
is a little more than ten per cent of 
I the ultimate possible development on 
this river, which is capable in its 
final development of producing one 
million two hundred fifty thou.sand 
horsepower. This great available sup¬ 
ply of water power is being developed 
by the company as needed in the ter¬ 
ritory seived. Its development is of 
paramount importance to the con¬ 
tinued growth of southern and central 
California, by reason of the fact that 
there is no other source of cheap 
water power immediately available to 
meet the needs of the present, and 
near future. Ultimately the Colorado 
River will be made available as an 
additional source of power supply, 
but for the present the developments 
on the San Joaquin River and Big 
Creek are the only source of cheap 
water power available. 

Extension of Distribution System 

Not only mu.st additional generat¬ 
ing plants and transmission lines be 
provided to take care of an increa.se 
, in the electrical load, says Mr. Miller 
in conclusion, but there must be con¬ 
structed additions to the electric dis¬ 
tribution sy.stem and new substations 
to deliver the electrical energy to the 
consumer’s meters. Included in the 
item of eight million dollars to cover 
' ite mof eight million dollars to cover 

■ these requirements. On the basis of 
I current growth, fifty thousand new 
’ consumers will be supplied with elec- 
' trie energy on the Edison system dur- 

- ing this year, ami twelve new sub- 

- stations will be constructed for the 
’ purpose of delivering energy from the 
' main transmis.sion circuits to the dis- 
• tribution lines of the company. Over 

- twenty thou.sand poles will be used 
>■ to support the distribution lines which 

will be built, and approximately two 

■ thousand miles of wire for the dis- 

- tribution of the energy to consumer 
I will be put up.

name is the “State of Ithmle 
Isluud uud ITovldeuce Plauta- 
tlous.” It originated from two 
distinct settlements. The first 
was made by Roger Williams in 
1036. He was the pastor of a 
church in Salem. As he advo¬ 
cated radical reforms he wu.s 
ordered to return to England, 
but lied to the Nariagauselt 
tribe of Indians. From them he 
obtained a tract of laud and 
culled the town which he estub- 
lished I’rovideuce, in token of 
God s mercy which had so far 
provided for him. 

About the same time Mrs. 
Anne Hutchinson and her fol¬ 
lowers were expelled from Mas¬ 
sachusetts on account of a theo¬ 
logical dispute. She made her 
way to the island of Aquidneck, 
whicli she purchased from the 
Indians for 40 fathoms of white 
wampum, 20 hoes and 10 coats. 
Tlie name of this island was 
changed to tlie Isle of Rhodes, 
probably after the famous Greek 
island In the Mediterranean. 
By common usage it became 
known us Rhode Island. In 1662 
Charles II gave Rhode Island a 
very liberal charter, and this re¬ 
mained In force until 1841, when 
a new state constitution was 
adopted by muss conventions, 
and two years later another new 
constitution was legally voted. 
The change In constitutions 
caused what was known as 
Dorr's rebellion. 

The entrance of Rho<3e Island 
Into tlie Union In 1790 completed 
the list of the original thirteen 
states. Though Rhode Island Is 
tlie smallest of all the stales, 
with only 1,248 square miles It 
Is very thickly populated and 
has five presidential electors, 
which is more than those of a 
number of slates of much largei 
territory.
